ed-in an agony or spirit as a piea 
•jgainst separation from the man she 
toved. Like 
a refrain,

through the pretty story of Polly's 
romance, alternating with echoes ot 
the "barker's" cry: "the greatest 
show on earth," ajid between these 
two utterances, so opposed to one 
another, there is found the conflict 
of a charming play. 
'1 he piece 
in 


question 
is "Polly of 
the Circus." 


Frederic Thompson';; great American 
drama. 


The play makes a profound "mo- 


tional appeal. 
As a dramatic work 


it is a thing of much substance, its 
story is simple nd its plot along novel 
lines. It is profoundly touching, and 
without overwrought emotional stress 
lays a certain hold upon tho heart. 
5-lrst of all it has the deft touch of 
feminine 
authorship—coming 
from 


the pen of Margaret Mayo—and with 
womanly sympathy it does not wan- 
der from sentiment into sentimental- 
ity. Then .and this is the principal 
pactor. its leading role is in the hands 
of a flower-like actress, accomplished 
far beyond her years, whose personal- 
ity is fragrant with the allure of del- 
icate girlhood, and whose techique 
is so developed that she can strike 
a chord of emotion with exactly the 
right touch—light, variant, yet 
cer- 


tain, evoking overtones that carry sin- 
cerity of feeling with subtle and v.oo- 
ing effect. 


"Polly of the Circus" is a dramatic 


story of tender sentiment, not a spec- 
tacle. 
The circus atmosphere is re- 


served for scenic effect until the last 
act, when in three different scones 
it is tinted into the general picture 
without violence to the action itself. 
In the first act Polly is brought into 
the home of a rural minister, after 
having been injured in one of her 
bateback exploits under canvas; in 
tho second act she is seen, about a 
yen- afterward, s the protege of the 
man who has befriended her, who has 
become her idol, and of whose neart 
she has taken possession; and in the 
thiid act she is back with the show- 
again, sacrificing her own yearnings 
in order to save the minister from 
scandal-benring deacons and deacon- 
esses 
This last episode is in three 


scenes; the lirst is the lot behind the 
nain tent, where the story is worked 
out to its conclusion: then the arena 
itself, for a whirling 
ten minutes' 


glimpse of a real circus in action. 


The Thompsoncsque finale is high- 


1> effective from the pictonal point 
of view, though the episodic mturo 
01 tho two last tableaux let tho dra- 
matic action leak away between-tiiem, 
and a fev more touches of dialogue 
or puntomine are apparently neces- 
sary to round out the story. Be that 
as it may, the general impression ia 
delightful. 
The clowns are bouncing 


about, the tumblers are tumbling, and 
the substitute equestrienne 
is per- 


forming genuine circus tncks on the 
Dick of a revo'ving steed, when Pol- 
ly, frantic and distracted, bursts into 
the arena, bent upon sacrificing her 
love, and also professionally deter- 
mined to prove that she can ride as 
well as in the days of her tan Lark 
glory 
But she only faints in a heap 


and breaks up the show. Then comes 
the list picture; the village by moon- 
light with the little church sf3ep!e 
towering above the houses, and. vind- 
:ng their way over the distant hills, 
the departing- lanterns of the circus 
caravan. 
And there sfinds Polly, re- 


maining behind with thc man of-her 
fluttering little hc.au. and upon thc 
words of Ruth again the pl;iy closes.
